Statement  of  the  Problem*  This  research  problem  ie  concerned 
with  the  analysis  of  seven  fifth  grade  American  history  textbooks  to 
determine  the  treatment  given  and  the  space  allotted  to  ten  selected 
events*  Place  names*  people  mentioned,  pictures,  maps,  and  dates 
mentioned  in  connection  with  the  ten  selected  events  will  be  analyzed* 

TOPICS  TO  BE  ANALYZED 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  on  American  History  in  Schools 
and  Colleges  of  the  American  Historical  Association,  the  content  of 
the  course  outlined  below  indicates  Hthe  areas  to  which  the  major

part  of  the  study  of  the  United  States  should  be  devoted* N The 

Committee  recommends  that  the  equivalent  of  one  full  year  of  work  in 
American  history  should  be  taught  somewhere  in  the  middle  grades 
(Grades  4,  5,  and  6)*  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  emphasis 
in  the  history  course  for  the  middle  grades  should  "be  on  the  periods 
of  exploration  and  colonial  history  and  on  the  simpler  patterns  of

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The  following  topics  constitutes  an  outline  of  a proposed 
plan  of  work. 

1.  Exploration  of  the  hemisphere:  With  attention  not 

only  to  the  early  discoverers  hut  also  to  the  later 
western  explorers,  and  with  emphasis  on  the  geographic 
discoveries  as  well  as  individual  explorers. 

2.  Type  settlements;  Spanish;  French;  Dutch;  Southern, 
Middle,  and  northern  English  colonies;  special  atten- 
tion to  a few  typical  settlements  or  colonies,  with 
only  a rapid  survey  of  the  entire  group  of  European 
settlements. 

3.  Ways  of  living;  in  the  early  English  colonies  of  the 
Atlantic  Seaboard;  among  the  French  in  Canada;  in 
the  Spanish  on  the  southwest;  and  on  the  frontier: 

Home  life,  transportation,  religion,  amusements, 
education,  ways  of  making  a living,  customs. 

4.  A narrative  account  of  the  westward  movement  of 

peoples:  With  attention  to  successive  frontiers; 

to  the  Indians;  to  dramatic  incidents  in  the  peopling 
of  the  continent;  and  to  outstanding  pioneers  and 
frontier  leaders. 

5.  Peoples  who  came  to  America:  Varied  national,  re- 

ligious, and  economic  groups  which  settled  the  early 
colonies;  new  nationalities  on  the  frontier;  the 
concept  of  American  as  a homeland  of  a mixed  people. 

6.  Study  of  the  map  of  Worth  America:  As  it  was  known 

in  1607,  1763,  1783,  1603,  1819,  1948,  with  attention 
to  topography,  distances,  and  the  boundaries  of  our 

major  territorial  acquisitions. 

In  developing  these  emphases  in  United  States  history  it  is 
suggested  that  the  following  dates  and  persons  should  be  studied  by 
all  pupils:

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CHAPTER  II 

RELATED  REVIEW  OP  THE  LITERATURE 

It  is  commonly  acknowledged  and  an  accepted  fact  that  American 
history  content  has  been  constantly  repeated  from  middle  grades  to 
junior  high  school  to  senior  high  school*  Research  proves  that  mnch 
over-lapping  of  content  and  material  has  been  prevalent  in  American 
history  courses  and  that  duplications  are  constantly  in  evidence. 
Results  show  that  much  repetition  in  the  study  of  events,  dates, 
movements,  and  important  personalities  have  occurred  repeatedly.  It 
is  difficult  to  find  a solution  or  remedy  to  this  problem.  However, 
after  much  study  and  thought,  the  Committee  on  American  History  In

Schools  and  Colleges  "proposes  to  differentiate  history  for  the 

various  levels  of  instruction  on  the  basis  of  (1)  content, 

(2)  chronology,  and  (3)  study  skills. * It  is  further  recommended 

that  "the  minimum  content  is  designed  to  be  national  in  scope  and 

application  as  the  core  of  content  for  all  schools  in  the  United 

States.  It  is  designed  to  consist  of  the  enduring  elements  of

From  the  results  of  an  investigation  given  to  determine  middle

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grade  children's  understanding  and  enjoyment  of  American  history  it 

is  generally  concluded  that  it  seems  impossible  to  attempt  to  draw 

up  definite  plans  for  each  grade  to  fit  the  needs  of  all  children. 

However,  "a  pattern  must  be  worked  out  the  hard  way,  by  consultation, 

2/ 

experimentation,  evaluation,  and  adjustment. " 

As  a general  recommendation,  the  Report  says  that  textbooks 
in  American  history  should  stress  minimum  topics,  leaving  time  for 
adequate  study  and  treatment  of  selected  topics.  It  further  states 
that  "the  selection  of  fewer  topics  would  enable  both  writers  and 

n 

teachers  to  give  them  enough  attention  to  develop  their  significance." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  American  history  course  in  the 

middle  grades  should  deal  primarily  on  the  theme  "How  People  Live." 

The  following  points  on  the  emphases  in  content  and  organ!-

zation  have  been  summarized  by  Wesley  as  follows:  "First, 

American  history  courses  today  are  characterized  by  great  interest 
in  social  and  economic  factors.  Second,  increased  attention  is  given 
to  the  international  setting.  The  hemispheric  approach  and  the 
interdependence  of  cultures  and  peoples  are  given  more  recognition. 
Third,  within  the  past  decade  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  democracy 
have  received  increasing  stress."

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These  developments  and  trends  have  determined  the  prevailing 


content  of  present  courses  and  textbooks  in  American  history. 

There  has  been  very  little  material  available  on  topics  or 
events  in  American  history  at  middle  grade  level.  Some  research  has 
been  made  on  topics  and  space  allotment.  Marie  C.  Cornforth  and 

U 

Emily  L.  Walsh  have  presented  studies  on  the  analysis  of  the 

treatment  of  World  War  I in  Junior  High  School  textbooks,  while

James  O'Leary  made  a similar  study  in  his  analysis  of  topics  in 
Junior  High  School  history  textbooks.  The  present  research  is  con- 
centrated primarily  on  topics  or  events,  while  the  above  two  studies 
analyzed  places,  people,  nationalities,  maps,  pictures,  dates,  and 

activities  as  well  as  topics  pertaining  to  the  first  world  war.

Edith  P.  Bixby  in  her  research  study  of  the  treatment  of 
Africa  in  sixth  grade  geography  has  made  known  her  findings  in  deter- 
mining how  a child's  conception  of  an  event  studied  from  one  textbook 
may  be  quite  different  from  that  as  studied  from  several  textbooks.

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CHAPTER  III 


PROCEDURE  USED  IN  THE  INVESTIGATION 


For  purposes  of  analysis  seven  fifth  grade  American  history 
textbooks  of  recent  publication  were  used  in  this  study.  The 
following  seven  textbooks  selected  are  arranged  alphabetically  by 
authors.  The  letter  preceding  the  name  of  each  book  represents 
the  textbook  throughout  the  study  and  is  used  as  a code  letter.

count  the  average  number  of  words  in  each  line  was  found  by  selecting 
at  random  a paragraph  of  ten  solid  lines.  The  total  number  of  words 
in  these  lines  was  divided  by  ten,  i.  e.  in  Building  Our  America,  by 
Clyde  B.  Moore,  et  al.  there  were  11.2  words  per  line.  The  total 
number  of  lines  in  each  text  on  each  selected  event  was  multiplied 
by  the  average  number  of  words  in  each  line.  A careful  estimate  was 
made  of  the  fractional  parts  of  lines,  lines  encountered  that  were 
incomplete  due  to  illustrations,  maps,  or  charts  that  interfered 
with  the  paragraph. 

The  following  analysis  was  made  of  each  textbook: 

1.  The  total  number  of  words  for  each  of  the  ten  selected 
events  in  seven  fifth  grade  American  history  textbooks  wa6  found. 

2.  The  selected  event  "Settlement  of  Jamestown"  was  quoted 
from  each  of  the  seven  fifth  grade  American  History  textbooks  to 
show  the  amount  of  space  allotted  to  each  event  and  the  manner  in 
which  each  event  was  treated. 

3.  Place  names  were  recorded  showing  the  number  of  times  each 
was  mentioned  in  the  ten  selected  events. 

4.  Flace  names  were  recorded  showing  the  place  names  mentioned 
in  ten  selected  events  in  each  of  the  seven  fifth  grade  American 
history  textbooks  used. 

5.  Place  names  were  recorded  showing  the  places  mentioned 
only  once  in  ten  selected  events. 

6.  Peoples  names  were  listed  showing  the  number  of  times  each 


was  mentioned  in  ten  selected  events 
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7.  Peoples  names  were  listed  showing  the  names  mentioned  in 
ten  selected  events  in  each  of  the  seven  fifth  grade  American  history 
textbooks  used. 

8.  Peoples  names  were  listed  showing  the  names  mentioned  only 
once  in  ten  selected  events. 

9.  The  total  and  size  of  pictures  that  appeared  in  connection 
with  the  ten  selected  events  were  listed. 

10.  Pictures  were  arranged  according  to  ten  selected  events 
showing  the  textbooks  in  which  they  appeared. 

11.  Maps  were  arranged  according  to  the  ten  selected  events 
showing  the  texts  in  which  they  appeared. 

12.  Maps  were  arranged  showing  the  number  of  times  each  was 
mentioned  in  seven  fifth  grade  American  history  textbooks. 

13.  Dates  mentioned  in  the  ten  selected  events  were  recorded. 

14.  Dates  mentioned  only  once  in  the  ten  selected  events  were 
recorded. 

15.  A summary  of  the  number  of  words,  places,  peoples,  pictures, 
maps,  and  dates  mentioned  in  each  of  the  ten  selected  events  were 
shown. 

16.  The  total  number  of  different  citings  mentioned  in  the  ten 
selected  events  found  in  each  of  the  seven  fifth  grade  American 
history  textbooks  were  recorded. 

17.  The  relative  positions  of  seven  fifth  grade  American  history 
textbooks  showing  the  summary  of  the  number  of  words,  places,  pictures, 
maps,  and  dates  of  the  ten  selected  events  were  shown.

Table  1 shows  the  total  number  of  words  according  to  word 
count  for  each  of  the  ten  selected  events  in  the  seven  fifth  grade 
American  history  textbooks  selected  for  this  analysis. 

The  event  "Discovery  of  America"  shows  the  greatest  number  of 
words  according  to  word  count  and  shows  nearly  twice  as  many  words 
as  the  event  "Magellan's  World  Voyage"  which  is  second  to  the 
largest.  Thus  great  variation  is  shown  in  these  two  events  that 
lead  the  list.  The  event  "Acquisition  of  Florida"  shows  the  least 
number  of  word6  of  all  ten  selected  events  and  the  "Treaty  of  Paris" 
the  second  to  the  least  number  of  words.  There  is  a considerable 
amount  of  variation  between  the  event  showing  the  greatest  number 
of  words  and  the  event  showing  the  least  number  of  words. 

The  event  shoving  the  greatest  variation  in  word  count  is  the 
"Settlement  of  Jamestown."  The  greatest  number  of  words  in  this 
selected  event  appears  in  Book  B with  1,856  words  while  Book  A shows 
only  254  words.  Another  event  showing  great  variation  in  word  count 
is  "Magellan1 8 World  Voyage"  with  1,673  words  appearing  in  Book  D 
against  313  words  appearing  in  Book  X. 

Events  showing  very  little  variation  in  word  count  are  the 
"Declaration  of  Independence"  and  the  "Acquisition  of  Florida."

The  above  table  gives  the  total  number  of  words  used  for  ten 
selected  events.  Books  D,  A,  and  G are  similar  in  agreement  on 
word  count,  and  Books  F and  B prove  to  be  similar.  The  greatest 
variation  is  shown  in  Book  C,  which  shows  the  least  number  of  words 
as  compared  with  Book  D the  greatest  number  of  words  in  all  ten 
selected  events.

The  above  table  shows  the  relative  positions  of  ten  selected 
events  according  to  word  count  found  in  seven  fifth  grade  American 
history  textbooks. 

Book  D takes  the  lead  in  showing  first  place  in  the  following 
four  selected  events:  "Discovery  of  America,"  "Magellan's  World 

Voyage,"  "Inauguration  of  Washington,"  and  the  "Acquisition  of 
Florida." 

Book  G follows  in  showing  first  place  in  the  two  following 
events:  "Settlement  of  Plymouth"  and  the  "Treaty  of  Paris." 

Books  A,  B,  C,  and  E show  the  lead  according  to  one  selected 
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event  while  Book  ? shows  no  lead. 

Book  D stands  highest  in  relative  positions  of  the  ten 
selected  events  according  to  word  count  while  Book  T stands  lowest 
in  relation  to  the  other  textbooks. 

STENTS 

Of  all  ten  selected  events  analyzed  for  space  allotment  in 
this  study,  the  writer  has  selected  the  event  "Settlement  of 
Jamestown*  1607"  and  has  quoted  all  available  material  of  this  event 
found  in  each  of  the  seven  American  history  textbooks  used.  The 
reason  for  this  selection  was  the  wide  variation  in  word  count  as 
shown  in  Table  1. 


BOOK  A 


The  first  colonists  had  a hard  time  in 
America.  When  we  think  of  our  country  today  it  is 
hard  for  us  to  realize  how  lonegywere  the  lives  of 
the  early  colonists  and  how  many  dangers  threatened 
them. 


They  were  so&r  from  home.  They  were  alone 
in  a strange  land.  Their  nearest  white  neighbors 
were  the  Spaniards  in  Florida  and  a few  Frenchmen 
near  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Biver.  When  they 
became  ill,  they  could  not  telephone  for  the  doctor. 
When  food  became  scarce,  they  could  not  run  to  the 
store  and  buy  more.  They  could  sometimes  buy  corn 
from  the  Indians,  but  too  often  they  had  to  live  on 
very  little  food  and  go  hungry  until  their  own  crops 
grew.  And  always  they  lived  in  fear  of  unfriendly 
Indians. 


The  first  colonists  who  settled  at  Jamestown 
were  five  months  crossing  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  The 
very  first  day  that  they  spent  on  Virginia  soil 
they  were  attacked  by  Indians.  Before  the  end  of 
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BOOK  A (Continued.) 


the  first  summer,  food  was  becoming  scarce,  and  men 
were  dying  of  disease  and  hanger.  The  next  summer 
more  men  came  to  Virginia.  They  took  the  place  of 
those  who  had  died.  They  brought  some  food  from 
England,  and  the  first  settlers  raised  some  corn 
and  pumpkins  and  beans,  but  it  was  not  enough.  Be- 
fore the  coming  of  winter  many  of  the  Eaglishmen 
were  again  sick  from  starvation. 

The  services  of  Captain  John  Smith  saved 
Jamestown.  It  was  now  that  Captain  John  Smith  stepped 
in  and  saved  the  colony.  From  the  time  that  he  was 
a lad  of  sixteen,  Smith  had  been  alone  in  the  world, 
taking  care  of  himself  and  doing  the  work  of  a man. 

He  had  traveled  in  many  countries  of  Europe  and  had 
fought  in  their  wars. 


Smith  returned  to  England  Just  in  time  to 
join  the  first  colony  that  was  sent  to  Virginia,  and 
there  his  adventures  continued.  One  day  he  was 
captured  by  Indians.  They  bound  him  hand  and  foot 
and  laid  him  down  with  his  head  on  a rock.  Two 
warriors  stood  by  with  clubs,  ready  to  beat  out  his 
brains.  But  Just  at  that  moment  Pocahontas,  the 
chief  8 little  daughter,  threw  herself  upon  him  and 
protected  him  with  her  body.  His  life  was  spared, 
and  Powhatan,  the  chief,  became  his  friend  and  sold 
him  corn  for  his  men.  Pocahontas  later  married 
John  Bolfe,  who  was  the  first  Englishman  to  start 
a tobacco  plantation  in  Virginia. 


Captain  Smith  made  all  the  men  work,  building 
cabins,  planting  corn,  gathering  oysters,  catching 
fish,  and  killing  wild  game  for  food.  Some  of  the 
men  were  lazy  and  some  wanted  to  hunt  for  gold,  but 
Smith  told  them;  NIf  you  will  not  work,  you  shall 
not  eat."  So  they  worked.  He  knew  that  all  must 
work  during  the  summer  to  keep  from  dying  of  cold 
and  hunger  during  the  winter. 


Better  days  arrived.  Captain  Smith  returned 
to  England  in  1609.  He  was  badly  burned  by  some 
powder  that  exploded,  and  had  to  go  home  for  medical 
treatment.  The  next  winter  almost  put  an  end  to  the 
colonists.  Four  hundred  died.  Those  who  lived  were 
already  starting  to  break  up  the  colony  when  three 
ships  arrived  from  England  with  supplies  and  men.

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This  was  the  beginning  of  better  tines. 
Colonists  continued  to  come  from  ]&gland.  Soon 
there  were  eleven  different  settlements  on  the  two 
sides  of  the  James  Biver. 

In  1619  a shipload  of  young  women  came  to 
Virginia.  Before  very  long  all  of  them  were 
married,  and  then  the  colonists  began  to  feel  at 
home  in  the  New  World. 


BOOK  B 


Jamestown  Is  Begun 

The  Sealed  Box.  "Captain  Newport  will  open 
the  sealed  box  tonight,"  said  an  English  gentleman 
to  his  friend. 

"Tea,"  replied  the  other,  "we'll  soon  know 
who  the  chosen  men  are." 

The  two  friends  were  on  the  deck  of  a ship. 

It  was  one  of  three  vessels  which  had  sailed  from 
England  to  America.  On  that  spring  morning  in  the 
year  1607,  the  ships  were  in  Chesapeake  Bay* 

A group  of  men  in  England,  called  the  London 
Company,  had  sent  the  ships  to  America.  They  thought 
they  could  make  money  by  starting  a colony  in 
America*  To  carry  out  their  plans  they  had  sent 
more  than  a hundred  men  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 


The  commander  of  the  three  ships  was  Captain 
Newport.  The  London  Company  haul  given  him  a sealed 
box.  They  had  ordered  him  not  to  open  it  until  he 
reached  Virginia.  In  the  box  were  the  names  of  the 
seven  men  who  were  to  be  the  governing  council  of 
the  new  settlement.  Naturally  everyone  eagerly 
waited  for  the  sealed  box  to  be  opened. 


Among  the  men  who  came  from  England  was  a 
bold  soldier  named  John  Smith.  There  had  been 
quarreling  on  the  voyage,  and  Smith  had  been  put  in 
chains.  When  the  ships  reached  Virginia  he  was 
still  a prisoner.  But  when  the  sealed  box  was 
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opened,  Smith's  name  was  among  the  chosen  ones. 

His  enemies  had  to  set  him  free,  for  a time,  how- 
ever , they  refused  to  let  him  serve  on  the  council. 
But,  as  you  will  see,  this  man  who  arrived  as  a 
prisoner  became  a leader  in  the  colony. 

A Camp  in  the  Wilderness.  Three  ships 
sailed  up  the  broad  James  Biver.  At  a spot  about 
thirty  miles  from  the  ocean,  the  men  decided  to 
build  their  settlement.  The  place  was  surrounded 
by  swamps  and  forests.  The  swamps  were  filled  with 
mosquitoes,  and  the  woods  were  hiding  places  for 
Indians. 


Some  of  the  men  were  put  to  work  at  once 
clearing  a place  for  a fort.  Cutting  down  trees  was 
hard  work.  Driving  heavy  posts  several  feet  into 
the  ground  to  make  a wall  around  the  fort  was  hard, 
too.  But  by  the  middle  of  June  the  fort  was  finished. 

The  settlement  was  called  Jamestown.  It  wa6 
a strange  looking  town.  Its  houses  were  cabins  built 
of  rough  boards,  with  roofs  made  of  long  grasses  and 
earth.  A few  of  the  men  lived  in  shelters  dug  in 
the  ground. 

The  first  church  in  Jamestown  was  just  a 
board  nailed  between  two  trees  to  make  a kind  of 
desk.  Above  it  was  stretched  a piece  of  canvas. 

At  this  rough  pulpit  a minister  of  the  Church  of 
Ikgland  preached  to  the  men  twice ©rery  Sunday. 

In  getting  posts  for  the  fort,  the  men 
cleared  the  trees  from  about  four  acres.  On  this 
patch  of  cleared  land  they  sowed  wheat  seed  which 
they  had  brought  from  England . They  also  planted 
a colony  garden  with  fruit  and  vegetable  seeds, 
which  the  London  Company  had  supplied  them. 


Getting  Acquainted  with  the  Indians.  Captain 
Newport,  with  John  Smith  and  some  other  men,  went 
exploring.  They  visited  a friendly  tribe  of  Indians 
who  lived  in  long  houses. 


When  Newport  and  his  men  returned  to  Jamestown, 
they  learned  that  an  unfriendly  tribe  of  Indians  had 
made  an  attack  during  their  absence.  The  men  at  the 
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fort  had  driven  the  Indians  away.  But  one  Englishman 
was  killed,  eleven  were  wounded,  and  the  president  of 
the  council  had  a had  scare.  An  Indian  warrior  had 
shot  a stone-tipped  arrow  right  through  that  worthy 
Eian' 8 heard. 

Hard  Times.  Captain  Newport  sailed  hack  to 
Shgland.  He  took  a cargo  of  lusher  and  some  shining 
rocks  which  he  hoped  contained  gold. 

After  Newport1 s departure  there  was  quarreling 
among  the  men  and  among  the  members  of  the  council. 

The  hot  summer  weather  encouraged  the  men  to  he  lazy 
and  idle.  Besides,  many  of  the  colonists  were  gentle- 
men who  were  net  used  to  working. 

Unfriendly  Indians  surrounded  the  settlement. 
There  was  little  food  at  the  fort.  For  a time  a 
day's  food  for  each  man  was  just  a half  pint  of  wheat 
and  a half  pint  of  harley  hoiled  in  water. 

The  colonists  had  brought  a few  chickens,  hut 
these  didn't  supply  enough  eggs  to  go  around.  They 
had  no  cows.  All  that  they  had  to  drink  was  water 
from  the  river,  and  that  was  not  very  clean. 

The  mosquitoes  from  the  swamps  were  carriers 
of  malaria  fever.  Many  of  the  men  fell  sick.  At 
one  time  there  were  only  six  men  in  all  Jamestown 
who  were  not  sick.  By  the  end  of  September  more  than 
half  the  settlers  had  died. 

But  John  Smith's  wisdom  and  energy  kept  the 
colony  going.  He  made  friends  with  some  of  the 
Indians.  The  Indians  sent  corn  and  wild  meat  to 
the  colony. 


BOOK  C 


Successful  colonies  at  last 

In  1606  another  group  of  men  decided  to  found 
a colony  in  America  and  were  given  a charter.  They 
called  themselves  the  London  Company.  Queen  Elizabeth 
had  died  three  years  before.  The  charter  was  signed 
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by  the  new  ruler,  James.  It  gave  the  company  the 
right  to  found  a colony  anywhere  on  the  coast  of 
America  between  34  and  40  north  latitude. 

On  page  51  is  a map  of  Chesapeake  Bay  and  the 
region  around  it.  To  see  just  where  it  is,  find 
Chesapeake  Bay  on  the  map  on  pages  28-29.  In  April, 
1607,  the  colonists  sailed  into  the  mouth  of  a river 
which  flows  into  the  bay.  They  named  the  river  the 
James  in  honor  of  their  king.  At  the  place  marked 
Jamestown  on  the  map  on  the  next  page,  they  built  a 
settlement.  The  following  description  was  written 
by  one  of  the  settlers.  Spelling  has  changed  since 
this  was  written. 

"Wheresoever  we  landed  upon  this  Biver,  wee 
saw  the  goodliest  Woods  as  Beech,  Oke,  Cedar, 

Cypresse,  Wal-nuts,  Sassafras,  and  Vines  in  great 
abundance,  which  hang  in  great  clusters  on  many 
Trees,  and  other  Trees  unknowne;  and  all  the  grounds 
bespred  with  many  sweet  and  delicate  flowres  of  divers 
colours  and  kindes.  There  are  also  many  fruites  as 
Strawberries,  Mulberries,  Basberries,  and  Fruites  un- 
known e.  There  are  many  branches  of  the  Biver  which 
runne  flowing  through  the  Woods  with  great  plentie 
of  fish  of  all  kindes;  as  for  Sturgeon,  all  the  World 
cannot  be  compared  to  it.  There  is  also  great  store 
of  Deere  both  Bed  and  Fallow.  There  are  Beares, 

Foxes,  Otters,  Bevers,  Muskats,  and  wild  beasts  un- 
knowne. " 


This  description  tells  you  how  the  country 
looked  to  the  settlers.  Everything  the  writer  said 
was  true,  and  yet  the  settlers  had  a very  hard  time 
at  first.  They  were  in  a great  forest  with  only 
their  hands  and  their  tools  to  work  with.  They  had 
food  to  last  them  for  a time,  but  no  knowledge  of 
the  country  or  of  the  work  that  must  be  done. 

The  firBt  thing  the  settlers  needed  was  shelter. 
They  had  brought  canvas  for  tents,  and  as  soon  as 
possible  they  built  small  houses,  or  huts.  These 
plastered  with  mud  or  covered  with  bark.  They  were 
not  very  good  houses,  but  they  would  do  until  better 
ones  could  be  built.  The  settlers  also  planted  gardens 
so  that  they  might  have  some  fresh  food. 
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One  man*  Captain  John  Smith,  did  more  than 
anyone  else  to  make  the  colony  a success.  He  kept 
the  settlers  at  work  Building  huts  until  all  had  a 
place  to  live.  He  kept  them  cutting  cedar  and 
sassafras  so  that  there  would  be  something  to  send 
back  in  the  ships,  which  were  about  to  return  to 
England. 


In  December  of  1607,  Smith  started  out  with 
a few  men  to  explore  a tributary  of  the  James  Biver. 

In  an  Indian  attack,  two  men  were  killed  and  Smith 
was  captured.  The  Indians  took  Smith  to  their  chief, 
Powhatan.  In  a few  days  they  decided  to  kill  him. 

Just  as  they  were  about  to  put  him  to  death,  Powhatan's 
young  daughter,  Pocahontas,  rushed  forward  to  save 
him*.  Captain  Smith  wa6  freed  and  was  allowed  to 
return  to  Jamestown  in  safety. 

During  the  next  year  Smith  became  the  leader 
of  the  little  colony.  He  nursed  the  sick.  He 
traded  with  the  Indians  for  corn  so  that  the  colonists 
might  have  food.  A well  was  dug.  Thirty  acres  of 
corn  were  planted.  Twenty  cabins  and  a fort  was 
built.  A glass  furnace  and  an  iron  furnace  were 
started.  Ships  came  with  more  colonists. 


BOOK  D 


English  People  Come  to  Live  in  Virginia 

Merchants  in  England  were  saying  to  each  other, 
"Let  us  get  together  and  send  people  to  live  in 
America.  If  we  set  up  a colony  there,  we  can  sell 
the  cloth  that  we  make  to  the  settlers. " 

The  merchants  joined  together  and  called  them- 
selves a company.  Then  they  set  about  finding  people 
who  were  willing  to  go  and  live  in  the  New  World. 

The  call  for  settlers  was  answered  by  men  who 
were  out  of  work,  by  soldiers  just  home  from  the  wars, 
and  by  farmers  who  no  longer  had  any  land.  Some 
gentlemen  decided  to  go  along  to  look  for  gold. 


In  the  spring  of  1607  three  little  ships  with 
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these  colonists  on  board  reached  Virginia.  The  first 
evening  on  this  strange  shore  the  men  opened  a little 
box.  Inside  were  the  names  of  the  leaders  who  should 
govern  the  colony.  The  company  of  merchants  back  in 
England  had  chosen  these  leaders.  One  of  them  was 
Captain  John  Smith. 

The  next  day  the  colonists  sailed  up  a river 
which  they  called  the  James  in  honor  of  their  king. 
They  came  to  a point  of  land  where  a large  ship  could 
come  close  enough  to  shore  to  be  tied  to  the  trees. 
They  chose  this  place  to  build  their  village  of 
Jamestown.  That  very  night  the  Indians  attacked 
them,  but  did  little  harm. 

Starting  a Colony  Was  Hard  Work 

The  middle  of  summer  came;  it  was  very  hot. 

The  colonists  did  little  work.  They  would  like  to 
have  got  rid  of  the  trees  and  to  have  built  houses 
in  which  to  live.  But  they  did  not  know  how  to  go 
about  this  work.  They  did  not  have  the  right  kind 
of  tools.  Often  these  settlers  must  have  wished 
that  they  had  stayed  home  in  England!  They  had  never 
dreamed  that  setting  up  a colony  would  be  so  hard, 
or  that  the  soil  would  be  so  different  from  England's. 

Almost  all  their  food  had  been  used  up  during 
the  long  voyage.  So  they  had  only  the  little  food 
which  they  could  buy  from  the  Indians  for  bells,  pins, 
needles,  and  pieces  of  glass.  They  drank  river  water 
which  tasted  bitter  and  was  not  clean.  Many  became 
ill.  Some  died. 

The  Indians  did  not  like  to  see  so  many  white 
men  coming  to  live  in  their  land.  Sometimes  they 
shot  arrows  at  them.  So  a fort  had  to  be  built  to 
protect  the  settlers. 

The  colonists  had  so  much  to  do  they  could 
not  plant  enough  corn  to  last  through  the  winter. 

By  December  only  a little  was  left.  So  Captain 
Smith  set  out  on  a trading  trip  up  the  James  fiiver 
to  buy  some.  Hewas  captured  by  the  Indians  and  was 
taken  from  one  Indian  village  to  another.  At  last 
the  chief  of  all  the  tribes  set  him  free. 
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After  that,  the  Indians  were  more  friendly 
for  a time.  Once  or  twice  a week  they  carried  food 
to  Jamestown-- corn,  deer  meat,  and  wild  turkeys. 
Among  the  most  friendly  of  all  was  the  chief's 
daughter,  Pocahontas.  After  some  time  she  married 
an  Englishman. 


BOOS  E 


The  Settlement  at  Jamestown 

Captain  Newport  explored  many  miles  up  the 
river  in  his  boat  until  he  was  stopped  by  rocks, 
rapids,  and  falls.  At  the  point  where  the  city  of 
Bichmond  now  stands,  a friendly  chief  entertained 
the  Englishmen.  On  an  island  near  there  Captain 
Newport  put  up  a cross.  As  he  did  so,  he  proclaimed 
"James,  King  of  England,  to  have  the  most  right 
unto  the  river." 

When  the  exploring  party  returned  to  Jamestown, 
they  found  that  a large  number  of  Indians  had  attacked 
the  settlement.  A dozen  men  had  been  wounded  and  a 
boy  had  been  killed.  The  colonists  went  to  work  to 
finish  their  fort  and  build  a high  fence  around  it. 

When  Captain  Newport  sailed  for  England  near 
the  end  of  June,  he  took  with  him  a cargo  of  timber 
which  the  settlers  had  cut.  Wood  was  one  thing 
which  the  London  Company  wanted.  England  was  be- 
coming a shipbuilding  country  with  great  need  of 
wood,  but  it  did  not  have  many  forests.  Every  ex- 
plorer who  had  returned  from  the  New  World  had  told 
of  the  forests  of  tall  trees  which  lay  just  back  of 
the  coast. 

The  troubles  of  the  settlement  began  in  the 
first  summer.  Many  of  the  men  became  ill  with  fever 
and  died.  There  was  need  of  someone  to  act  as 
leader.  Fortunately  the  colony  had  an  excellent 
leader  among  its  members. 

One  of  the  Jamestown  colonists  was  John  Smith, 
a man  who  had  already  had  many  adventures.  He  had 
left  his  father's  farm  in  England  and  started  off 
for  Europe  when  he  was  only  seventeen.  There  he  fought 
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for  three  years  in  wars  that  were  going  on  in  the 
Netherlands  and  against  the  Turks  in  eastern  Europe. 
For  a long  time  he  was  held  as  a prisoner,  but  he 
escaped  to  fiussia,  and  finally  got  back  to  England. 
There  he  heard  of  the  prospect  of  colonies  in  the 
New  World*  Such  an  undertaking  in  a new  country 
attracted  him.  He  was  twenty-six  years  old  when 
he  sailed  on  the  London  Company's  expedition. 

On  the  long  voyage  across  the  ocean  Smith 
got  into  trouble  with  some  of  the  men  who  were 
leaders  in  the  company.  At  the  time  of  the  landing 
in  Yirginia  he  was  being  held  a&  a prisoner, 
chained  to  a beam  in  the  ship's  hold.  At  this 
point  the  men  who  were  punishing  him  had  a sur- 
prise. Captain  Newport  had  in  his  cabin  a sealed 
bok  in  which  was  a paper  with  the  names  of  the 
men  who  were  to  make  up  the  ruling  council  of  the 
colony.  The  officers  of  the  London  Company  had 
prepared  this  list  and  placed  it  with  the  other 
instructions  for  the  starting  of  the  settlement. 
Orders  were  given  that  the  box  was  not  to  be 
opened  until  the  ship  reached  Tirginia.  When  it 
was  opened,  the  name  of  John  Smith  was  on  the  list 
of  seven  men  chosen  to  rule  the  colony. 

During  the  first  weeks  John  Smith  did  not 
take  a leading  part  in  the  community  life,  but  as 
the  months  went  by  and  the  hardships  increased,  he 
began  to  show  his  ability  as  a leader.  To  him  was 
given  the  charge  of  building  the  little  settlement. 
The  report  of  the  colony  says: 

By  his  own  example,  good  words,  and 
fair  promises,  he  set  some  to  mow,  others 
to  bind  thatch,  some  to  build  houses, 
others  to  thatch  them,  himself  always 
bearing  the  greatest  task  for  his  own 
share,  so  that,  in  short  time,  he  provided 
most  of  them  lodgings,  neglecting  any  for 
himself. 

Next,  Smith  began  to  search  the  region  for  food.  The 
supplies  brought  from  England  were  fast  disappearing. 
He  went  on  long  exploring  expeditions,  hunting  for 
precious  minerals  and  a passage  to  the  South  Sea. 

He  also  traded  with  the  Indians  in  their  villages 
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and  "brought  back  food  to  the  starving  colonists.  On 
one  of  these  expeditions  he  and  two  others  were  taken 
prisoner.  His  companions  were  killed,  but  he  was 
pardoned  by  the  chief  and  set  free. 

John  Smith  was  a strong  leader.  He  saved  the 
colony  from  starvation  by  forcing  the  men  to  do  the 
hard  work  that  was  needed.  "If  you  do  not  work,  you 
shall  not  eat,H  he  said.  “The  sick  shall  not  starve, 
but  everyone  else  that  does  not  gather  as  much  food 
every  day  as  I do  shall  be  set  down  across  the  river, 
to  live  there  or  starve." 


After  two  years  of  hard  work  misfortune  came 
to  John  Smith.  He  was  severly  burned  in  a gunpowder 
explosion  and  went  back  to  England,  never  to  return 
to  the  colony  in  Virginia. 


BOOK  T 


Settlers  Come  To  Our  Eastern  Coast 

The  English  settle  a colony  in  Virginia — In 
1607  an  English  colony  that  succeeded  was  started. 

It  was  settled  on  the  bank  of  the  James  Biver  in 
Virginia.  This  village  was  named  Jamestown  in  honor 
of  the  king  of  England. 

Will  you  try  to  imagine  that  you  are  looking 
into  the  past  and  catching  glimpses  of  life  on  the 
Jame9  River  in  those  long-ago  years? 

On  a pleasant  April  day  three  small  ships 
sail  some  thirty  miles  up  the  river.  As  quickly  as 
they  come  to  rest  at  the  edge  of  the  stream,  men 
pour  out  on  the  bank.  After  four  months  on  the 
ship  it  is  good  to  stretch  the  legs  and  to  walk  on 
the  ground  once  more.  When  all  the  company  of  one 
hundred  twenty  men  are  on  shore,  they  gather  under 
the  great  forest  trees.  Those  who  have  been  appointed 
to  rule  the  colony  as  members  of  the  council  stand 
together  and  swear  to  do  their  duty. 


Three  months  have  passed.  Summer  heat  hangs 
over  the  little  group  of  rude  houses  that  now  stand 
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on  the  riverbank.  The  air  is  heavy  here  where  the 
land  is  low.  Water  from  the  river  tastes  bitter, 
but  there  are  no  wells  or  springs.  In  the  forest 
Indians  who  cure  none  too  friendly  watch  and  wait  for 
the  white  men.  In  several  of  the  houses  men  lie 
ill  with  fever.  Others  sit  together  in  idle  groups, 
complaining  bitterly  that  they  have  found  no  gold 
or  pearls.  A plan  to  steal  the  one  small  boat  is 
being  made  by  two  men  to  talk  alone.  Idle,  quarrel- 
ing men  who  want  riches  without  work— these  are  the 
first  settlers  in  Jamestown. 


Six  more  months,  and  it  is  December  in 
Virginia.  With  only  a little  food  left,  John  Smith 
has  gone  to  the  Indians,  hoping  to  get  supplies. 

This  man,  one  of  the  first  council  members,  has 
made  himself  the  leader  of  the  colony.  He  has  been 
taken  by  the  Indians,  his  life  threatened,  and  then 
spared.  After  being  moved  from  one  Indian  village 
to  another,  the  Englishman  is  at  last  brought  before 
Powhatan,  the  chief  of  chiefs. 


The  great  Powhatan,  dressed  in  skins,  sits 
before  his  tribe.  Around  him  are  his  chief  men; 
behind  them  crowd  the  women.  All  are  painted.  All 
wear  chains  of  beads.  As  the  white  man  stands  be- 
fore him,  the  chieftain  commands  that  he  be  killed. 
But  before  his  order  can  be  obeyed,  Powhatan  changes 
his  mind,  sets  Smith  free,  and  makes  him  a member  of 
the  tribe. 


Months  pass,  and  new  settlers  come  from  England. 
Sometimes  the  Indians  bring  food.  At  other  times  they 
shoot  arrows  at  the  Englishmen.  Smith  ejqplores  the 
country  and  rules  his  little  colony  severly.  He  com- 
mands that  those  who  will  not  work  shall  not  eat. 

This  order  has  turned  many  of  the  gold  hunters  to 
farming. 


Another  winter  finds  the  colony  without  a 
leader.  John  Smith  who  had  received  severe  burns 
has  returned  to  Jkgland.  A new  governor,  appointed 
by  the  trading  company  that  settled  Jamestown,  has 
not  yet  arrived.  Left  to  themselves,  the  men  fall 
back  into  old  quarrels  and  idle  ways.  The  food  is 
soon  gone.  The  Indians  refuse  to  help  them.  On 
every  side  men  are  sick  and  dying.  A few  keep 
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themselves  alive  on  roots  and  fish,  hut  more  than 
four  hundred  die  during  the  winter.  Bightly  enough 
this  period  is  known  in  American  history  as  the 
Starving  Time. 

Never  again  is  Virginia  to  know  such  terrible 
conditions.  The  passing  years  bring  many  changes, 
most  of  them  for  the  better.  The  settlers  learn  to 
grow  tobacco  which  they  sell  in  England  at  a high 
price.  Negro  slaves  are  brought  into  the  colony  to 
help  with  the  work.  The  Virginia  Company  (once 
called  the  London  Company)  sends  women  to  Jamestown. 
After  their  coming  the  settlers  marry  and  set  up 
home 8. 

The  colonists  are  allowed  to  choose  certain 
of  their  men  to  help  make  the  laws.  The  body  thus 
chosen  is  called  the  House  of  Burgesses.  Years  pass 
and  the  Virginia  Company  gives  its  rights  in  the 
colony  to  the  right  to  have  a House  of  Burgesses. 

The  colony  grows  rich.  New  towns  are  started. 
The  capital  is  moved  from  Jamestown  to  Williamsburg. 
Here  in  their  House  of  Burgesses  the  men  of  Virginia 
slowly  learn  how  to  govern  themselves. 


BOOK  0 


Jamestown  Founded  1607 

The  English  people  heard  many  stories  about 
America.  They  heard  about  Spain  bringing  shiploads 
of  gold  and  silver  from  Mexico  and  Peru.  There  was 
much  talk  about  America.  Some  of  it  was  true,  and 
some  of  it  was  not  true.  Two  groups  of  men  wanted 
to  start  colonies  in  America.  One  group  was  from 
London,  and  the  other  from  Plymouth. 

King  James  I gave  these  men  a charter  dated 
April  10,  1606.  A charter  was  a written  statement, 
signed  by  the  king,  giving  land  in  America  to  a man 
or  group  of  men.  It  gave  both  groups  permission  to 
start  colonies.  They  were  to  form  companies  known 
as  the  London  and  Plymouth  Companies.  The  London 
Company  was  given  one  hundred  miles  of  the  Atlantic 
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coast  of  America  and  one  hundred  miles  inland.  The 
Plymouth  Company  was  given  a hundred  miles  farther 
north  along  the  Atlantic  coast  and  a hundred  miles 
inland.  The  colonies  of  one  company  were  to  be  at 
least  one  hundred  miles  from  the  colonies  of  the 
other  company. 

The  Plymouth  Company  was  the  first  to  send 
out  colonists.  Their  first  ship  was  captured  by  the 
Spanish.  Their  second  party  reached  the  coast  of 
Maine.  But  these  settlers  met  such  hardships  that 
they  returned  to  Bogland  in  a short  time.  The  London 
Company  started  the  first  successful  Biglish  colony 
in  America.  It  was  called  Jamestown.  It  succeeded 
largely  because  of  the  courage  and  honesty  of  one 
of  its  leaders,  Captain  John  Smith. 

CAPTAIN  JOHN  SMITH  LEADS  JAMESTOWN  SETTLEBS 

The  London  Company  sent  out  three  ships  in 
December,  1606.  Captain  Christopher  Newport  was  in 
command  of  the  ships.  Written  orders  for  governing 
the  colony  were  sealed  in  a box  and  sent  with 
Captain  Newport.  The  box  was  not  to  be  opened 
until  the  ships  reached  America.  Newport  sailed 
by  way  of  the  Canary  Islands  and  the  West  Indies. 

The  voyage  lasted  four  months.  The  ships  were 
small,  and  much  of  the  food  was  gone  when  they 
reached  America  on  April  26,  1607. 

The  ships  anchored  in  the  Chesapeake  Bay. 

The  men  went  ashore  and  put  up  a cross  to  claim 
the  land  for  King  James.  They  saw  no  sign  of  men. 

As  they  returned  to  their  ships,  arrows  flew  at 
them  from  the  deep  grass.  Two  of  the  Englishmen 
were  wounded.  The  Jhglish  fired  their  muskets  into 
the  tall  grass.  The  frightened  Indians  ran  from 
their  hiding  places  into  the  forest. 

That  night  the  men  gathered  together  and 
opened  the  sealed  orders  for  governing  the  colony. 
Seven  men  were  named  to  form  a council.  Three  were 
the  captains  of  the  three  ships.  One  of  these  was 
Captain  Batcliffe.  Among  the  other  four  were  Edward 
Wingfield  and  Captain  John  Smith.  The  seven  members 
of  the  council  were  to  elect  a president  who  was  to 
serve  for  a term  of  one  year.  Edward  Wingfield  was 
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elected  first  president  of  the  council. 

Looking  for  a place  to  build  their  settlement, 
the  leaders  sailed  up  one  of  the  rivers  which  flow 
into  Chesapeake  Bay.  A point  of  land  about  thirty 
miles  up  the  river  where  ships  could  be  unloaded 
easily  was  chosen.  The  settlement  was  called  James- 
town and  the  river  named  the  James  in  honor  of  the 
king  of  England. 

The  colonists  started  to  build  houses,  a 
church,  and  a fort.  It  was  hard  work.  Tne  summer 
weather  was  hot.  Most  of  the  food  was  gone.  Many 
of  the  men  had  never  done  any  hard  work  before. 
Forty-six  of  the  105  men  died  that  first  summer. 


Captain  Newport  returned  to  England  for  more 
supplies.  The  men  disliked  President  Wingfield.  He 
had  kept  plenty  of  food  for  himself  while  the  others 
starved.  They  elected  Captain  Batcliffe  as  their 
new  president.  He  asked  Smith  to  manage  the  work  of 
the  colony. 


Smith  made  the  men  work.  He  set  them  to 
mowing  the  tall  grass  so  that  the  Indians  could  not 
creep  up  on  the  settlement.  Some  of  the  colonists 
started  chopping  trees  and  working  on  the  fort.  He 
took  seven  men  with  him  and  went  to  trade  with  the 
Indians.  The  others  thought  he  would  surely  be 
killed. 


The  Indians  attacked  Smith  and  his  party. 

He  ordered  his  men  to  fire  at  them.  The  Indians 
fled.  Smith  ordered  his  men  not  to  touch  the  food 
in  the  Indian  village.  He  waited  for  the  Indians 
to  return.  When  they  returned,  he  offered  peace 
to  them.  They  were  glad  to  accept.  He  gave  the 
Indians  beads  and  hatchets.  In  return  they  gave 
him  bread,  corn,  venison,  wild  turkeys,  and  fish. 
Smith  and  his  men  returned  with  their  small  boat 
loaded  with  food. 


When  he  reached  Jamestown,  he  found  the  men 
idle.  Wingfield  was  leaving  for  England  on  one  of 
the  ships.  Smith  ordered  that  the  cannons  be  fired 
at  the  ship.  It  turned  back.  Wingfield  was  locked 
in  prison,  and  two  of  the  plotters  were  hanged. 
Smith  had  saved  the  lives  of  the  colonists.  They 
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would  have  starved  without  the  provisions  that  Wing- 
field had  placed  on  hoard  the  ship. 

Smith  made  several  trips  up  the  rivers  to  ex- 
plore and  trade  with  the  Indians.  They  came  to  the 
hanks  of  the  river  with  baskets  of  corn.  On  one  of 
these  trips  he  left  his  men  in  his  boat.  He  went 
on  in  a canoe  with  two  of  his  men  and  two  Indian 
guides.  He  ordered  the  men  in  the  boat  to  wait  for 
him  and  not  to  go  ashore.  The  men  disobeyed.  A 
band  of  Indian  warriors  captured  one  of  the  men. 

They  made  him  tell  where  Smith  had  gone.  The  warriors 
followed  him.  They  killed  his  two  white  companions 
as  they  sat  by  their  campfire.  Smith  tied  his  left 
arm  to  the  arm  of  one  of  his  Indian  guides  and  used 
the  guide's  body  for  a shield.  In  his  right  hand  he 
held  his  pistol.  While  he  was  backing  away  he  and 
his  human  shield  sunk  in  a bog  up  to  their  knees. 

He  saw  that  he  was  going  to  be  captured. 

Quickly  he  threw  away  his  pistol.  The  Indians  did 
not  kill  him,  but  took  him  prisoner.  He  took  a 
compass  from  his  pocket  and  gave  it  to  the  chief. 

He  showed  him  how  to  use  it.  The  chief  decided  not 
to  kill  Smith  but  took  him  to  his  village. 

Smith  wrote  a message  to  the  men  at  the  fort 
and  sent  it  with  some  Indians.  He  told  the  Indians 
just  what  would  happen.  He  also  promised  them  that 
the  men  at  the  fort  would  not  harm  them. 

Everything  worked  out  just  as  he  had  said. 

The  men  at  the  fort  gave  the  Indians  the  articles 
Smith  asked  for  in  the  note.  They  did  not  harm  the 
Indians.  The  Indians  thought  this  was  magic.  They 
said  the  White  Chief  could  make  the  paper  speak. 


Book  A relates  the  story  of  the  "Settlement  of  Jamestown"  in 
narrative  form  intermingled  with  many  pertinent  facts.  The  diffi- 
culties and  hardships  endured  by  these  early  colonists  in  a strange 
land  is  contrasted  with  the  ease  and  luxuries  of  present  day  living. 
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The  historic  figure  of  John  Smith  is  credited  with  saving  the  lives 
of  many  people  as  well  as  the  colony  of  Jamestown.  The  familar  and 
famous  old  narrative  of  Pocahontas  and  John  Smith  appears  in  this 
event. 

The  information  given  in  Book  B is  factual  in  form  and  reveals 
information  not  stated  in  Book  A.  Unlike  Books,  A,  C,  D,  F,  and  G 
the  reader  is  informed  that  John  Smith  entered  the  country  as  a 
prisoner  hut  was  later  released  because  his  name  appeared  among  a 
group  of  seven  men  elected  to  serve  as  officers  of  the  new  colony. 

The  interesting  manner  in  which  the  governing  council  of  Jamestown 
was  elected  brings  new  information  to  the  reader.  One  important 
fact  mentioned  in  Book  B was  the  London  Company's  disappointment  in 
the  failure  of  the  colonists  to  secure  gold  and  send  it  to  England. 
The  suggerings,  difficulties,  and  hardships  endured  by  these 
courageous  settlers  was  vividly  told. 

Book  C gives  a complete  and  accurate  description  of  Jamestown 
written  by  one  of  the  settlers.  The  language  and  spelling  of  that 
time,  1620,  is  particularly  interesting  and  appealing  to  the  reader. 
Again  the  vivid  narrative  of  Captain  John  Smith  and  Pocohontas  is 
told.  The  reader  of  this  account  is  led  to  believe  that  John  Smith 
became  a hero  of  the  Jamestown  colony  because  of  his  strong  character, 
able  leadership,  and  enduring  devotion  to  his  people. 

Book  D treated  this  event  in  an  extremely  simple  and  under- 
standing way.  The  historic  facts  presented  were  similar  in  nature 
to  facts  presented  in  Books  A and  B although  space  allotment  appeared 
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to  be  rather  meager. 

The  informational  facts  concerning  the  "Settlement  of  James- 
town" in  Book  E was  told  in  a very  comprehensive  manner.  A detailed 
explanation  was  given  on  the  background  and  life  of  John  Smith  which 
explained  to  the  reader  reasons  why  he  became  such  a notable  leader 
of  the  colony.  Book  E agrees  with  Book  C that  John  Smith  was  made 
a prisoner  while  on  his  journey  to  the  new  world,  but  this  incident 
had  no  effect  on  his  appointment  as  an  officer  since  secret  arrange- 
ments of  leaders  had  been  agreed  upon  in  England. 

Book  P gives  a detailed  and  picturesque  story  of  our  country's 
development  through  the  settling  of  Jamestown.  Vivid  descriptions 
takes  the  reader  into  the  past  and  presents  the  hardships  that  con- 
fronted the  early  settlers.  This  book  describes  these  early  people 

\ 

as  a quarreling  group,  idle,  bitter,  and  unwilling  to  work.  Book  P 
agrees  with  other  texts  on  factual  material  and  stresses  the  leader- 
ship of  this  able  character,  John  Smith,  who  helped  to  promote  good 
will  among  the  people. 

Book  G treated  this  topic  in  a very  extensive  manner.  Seasons 
why  these  people  were  so  eager  to  settle  in  America  was  briefly 
told.  A complete  description  was  given  regarding  the  appointment 
of  the  governing  council  of  the  colony,  and  of  the  important  role  of 
Captain  John  Smith.  A detailed  story  was  given  on  the  episode 
pertaining  to  Edward  Wingfield,  first  president  of  the  council, 
who  plotted  against  the  settlers,  turned  traitor,  and  later  was 
captured  as  a prisoner.  Favorable  impressions  of  the  character. 
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courage,  and  integrity  displayed  by  the  great

Book  A lists  eighty  different  place  names.  Of  this  number 
twelve  place  names  are  listed  once.  These  are  Alabama.  Baltimore. 
Boston  Bay,  Holston  River,  Jerusalem,  Lexington,  Massachusetts  Bay, 
Mississippi,  Mobile  River,  Muskingum  River,  Tennessee  River,  and 
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Book  B lists  fifty- three  place  names.  Of  this  number  the 
following  four  place  names  are  listed  only  oncei  Island  of  Robbers, 
Isthmus  of  Panama,  South  Pole,  and  St.  Lawrence  River. 

Book  C gives  a listing  of  sixty-four  place  names.  Of  this 
number  seven  appear  only  once.  These  include  Cumberland  River, 
Espanola,  Georgia,  New  York  Bay,  Pensacola,  Salem,  and  Watling  Island. 

Book  D gives  a listing  of  fifty-nine  place  names.  Only  two 
names  are  included  in  this  list  which  are  mentioned  only  once. 

These  are  the  Island  of  Thieves  and  Mobile  Bay. 

Book  E shows  eighty-five  place  names  listed,  while  eleven 
names  appear  only  once.  The  names  appearing  but  once  are  Bahamas, 
English  Channel,  Greece,  Japan,  Little  Spain,  Massachusetts  Colony, 
Missouri,  Provincetown,  Richmond,  Russia,  and  Scrooby.

The  study  of  significant  events  reveal  the  names  of  important 
personages  in  the  records  of  American  history.  Hero  worship  plays 
an  important  role  in  the  lives  of  children  of  middle-grade  age, 
and  from  the  study  of  famous  men  favorable  impressions  often  result. 
Strong  realities  often  influence  growing  children  in  modeling  their 
own  lives  after  that  of  a prominent  historic  figure.  It  is  therefore 
of  great  importance  in  studying  events  to  place  emphasis  upon  fewer 
personages  who  hold  important  places  in  the  records  of  history 
rather  than  upon  a great  number  of  people  of  lesser  importance. 

Book  A lists  thirty-four  names  of  people.  Of  this  number 
nine  people  are  listed  once.  These  are  Diego  Columbus,  Col.  Donelson 
Lief  Ericsson,  Robert  Pulton,  Gadsden,  Jesus,  Gen.  Putnam,  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh,  and  John  Robinson. 

Book  B records  a list  of  twenty- two  names.  The  following 
three  names  are  listed  only  once.  These  are  Oceanus,  John  Rolfe, 
and  Americas  Vespucius. 

Book  C gives  a listing  of  thirty  names.  Of  this  number  three 
names  appear  only  once.  These  include  Samuel  Adams,  Qpeen  Elizabeth, 
and  Alexander  Hamilton. 

Book  D gives  a listing  of  nineteen  names.  Only  four  names 
are  included  in  this  list  which  are  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  Robert  E.  Lee, 
King  Philip,  and  Betsy  Ross. 

Book  E shows  forty- two  names  of  people  listed,  while  only  two 
names  appear  once.  The  names  appearing  in  this  list  include 
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William  Clark  and  Meriwether  Lewis. 


Book  G lists  the  greatest  number  of  people  in  all  seven  text- 
books, forty-four  names  in  all,  while  & list  of  seven  names  appear 
only  once.  This  list  includes  Daniel  Boone,  the  Boones,  Gen. 
Clinton,  Cortez,  Sir  William  Johnson,  Gen.  Stephen  W.  Kearney,  and 
Martha  Washington. 

Book  7 lists  seventeen  different  names  but  makes  no  report 
on  the  names  of  people  mentioned  only  once. 

Out  of  a list  of  eighty-two  people  mentioned  in  connection 
with  ten  selected  events  representing  seven  fifth  grade  American 
history  textbooks,  twenty-eight  names  appear  only  once.

Pictures  or  illustrations  should  he  integrated  with  textual 
material  in  order  to  create  clearer  impressions,  better  understand- 
ings, and  greater  appreciations  of  the  topics  or  events  being  treated. 
Pictures  illustrating  or  portraying  conditions,  customs,  and  other 
features  of  each  event  or  period  in  history  are  attempting  to  present 
a true  meaning  and  should  be  considered  of  great  educational  value  in 
the  selection  of  textbooks  pertaining  to  any  subject. 

In  the  seven  American  history  texts  reviewed.  Books  B,  D,  P, 
and  G allot  space  to  full  page  pictures.  The  number  of  pictures 
included  under  "Half  Page"  and  "Less  Than  Half  Page"  were  approxi- 
mately the  same  in  the  total  count. 

Text  G offered  the  largest  number  of  pictures,  a total  of 
twenty,  while  Book  C,  the  smallest  count,  offered  six  pictures. 

Children  observing  or  studying  a textbook  offering  twenty 
pictures  representing  the  events  mentioned  would  have  a much  clearer 
concept  than  if  he  studied  a textbook  showing  only  six  pictures  or 
illustrations.

World  Voyage"  seven  dates,  "Settlement  of  Plymouth"  shows  seven 
dates,  "Louisiana  Purchase"  shows  seven  dates,  "Declaration  of 
Independence"  six  dates,  "Acquisition  of  Florida"  five  dates, 
"Settlement  of  Jamestown"  four  dates,  "Treaty  of  Paris"  three  dates, 
and  the  "Inauguration  of  Washington"  three  dates.  The  events 
"Magellan's  World  Voyage,"  "Settlement  of  Plymouth,"  and  the 
"Louisiana  Purchase"  are  in  agreement  on  seven  total  dates,  while 
the  events  the  "Treaty  of  Paris"  and  the  "Inauguration  of  Washington 
are  in  agreement  on  three  total  dates. 

All  seven  textbooks  used  in  this  analysis  agree  on  the  dates 
1607,  1763,  and  July  4,  1776,  while  six  textbooks  agree  on  the 
date  1819. 

Final  analysis  shows  a great  variation  in  the  number  of  dates 
shown.  The  "Discovery  of  America"  shows  fourteen  dates,  or  more 
than  four  times  the  number  of  dates  given  to  the  "Inauguration  of 
Washington"  and  the  "Treaty  of  Paris."

The  event  "Discovery  of  America"  with 
the  highest  word  count,  shows  the  lead  in  the  greatest  number  of 
places,  people  mentioned,  pictures,  maps,  and  dates.  The  "Acquisi- 
tion of  Florida"  showing  the  least  number  of  words  according  to 
word  count  also  shows  the  least  number  of  people  mentioned,  pictures, 
and  maps . There  is  considerable  variation  between  the  total  citings 
in  the  "Discovery  of  America"  and  the  "Acquisition  of  Florida."

and  dates.  The  events  "Inauguration  of  Washington"  and  the  "Decla- 
ration of  Independence"  are  the  only  events  omitting  maps.  From 
the  information  shown  in  these  tables  the  writer  gains  the  impression 
that  the  event  "Discovery  of  America"  is  perhaps  considered  the 
greatest  of  all  ten  events  by  the  authors  of  seven  fifth  grade 
American  history  textbooks  because  of  the  facts  presented.  The 
writer  also  concludes  that  the  event  "Acquisition  of  Florida"  is 
perhaps  considered  the  least  important  of  all  ten  events  by  the 
autnors  because  of  the  rather  meager  findings  presented.

Book  D shows  8,401  word.6  the  greatest  number  according  to  word 
count;  Book  G is  second  showing  8,014;  Book  A is  third  with  8,106; 
Book  E is  fourth  with  6,820  words;  Book  F is  fifth  showing  5,336 
words;  Book  B is  sixth  showing  5,132  words;  and  Book  C is  seventh 
or  last  showing  4,844  words.  Greatest  variation  is  shown  between 
Book  D and  Book  C. 

Books  A,  B,  and  G agree  on  approximately  the  same  number  of 

places. 

Books  A,  E,  and  G are  similar  in  count  in  the  number  of 
people  shown. 

Books  D,  E,  and  G are  similar  in  count  in  pictures  and  maps. 
EooIb  C and  E show  similar  count  on  dates. 

Of  all  seven  textbooks  used  in  this  study  the  greatest 

variation  is  shown  in  the  number  of  words,  places,  and  dates. 
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CHAPTER  IV 


CONCLUSIONS 

The  writer  has  made  a critical  analysis  of  ten  selected 
events  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  American  History  in  Schools 
and  Colleges,  adding  to  these  events,  places,  people  mentioned, 
pictures,  maps,  and  dates  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  selected 
events* 

In  the  final  analysis  obtained  from  this  detailed  report  the 
order  of  importance  of  the  ten  selected  events  according  to  word 
count  is  as  follows:  Discovery  of  America,  Settlement  of  Jamestown, 

Magellan's  World  Voyage,  Settlement  of  Plymouth,  Mexican  Cession, 
Louisiana  Purchase,  Inauguration  of  Washington,  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence,  Treaty  of  Paris,  and  the  Acquisition  of  Florida.  The 
number  of  places  shown  is  second  to  word  count,  number  of  people  is 
third,  number  of  pictures  is  fourth,  number  of  dates  is  fifth,  and 
the  number  of  maps  is  sixth. 

According  to  the  word  count  of  the  ten  selected  events  in  each 
of  the  seven  fifth  grade  American  history  textbooks,  the  rank  order 
of  the  textbooks  is  as  follows:  (l)  Book  D,  (2)  Book  A,  (3)  Book  G, 

(4)  Book  E,  (5)  Book  F,  (6)  Book  B,  and  (7)  Book  C. 

The  total  number  of  places  shown  in  all  seven  textbooks  is  as 
follows:  (1)  Book  G,  (2)  Book  E,  (3)  Book  A,  (4)  Book  B,  (5)  Book  C, 

(6)  Book  F,  and  (7)  Book  D. 
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The  total  number  of  people  shown  in  all  seven  textbooks  is  as 
follows:  (1)  Book  G,  (2)  Book  A,  (3)  Book  E,  (4)  Book  C,  (5)  Book  B, 
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(6)  Book  D,  and.  (7)  Book  F. 

The  total  number  of  pictures  shown  in  all  seven  textbooks  is 
as  follows:  (l)  Book  G,  (2)  Book  E,  (3)  Book  D,  (4)  Book  A,  (5)  Book 
F,  (6)  Book  B,  and  (7)  Book  C. 

The  toted  number  of  maps  shown  in  all  seven  textbooks  is  as 
follows:  (l)  Book  C,  (2)  Book  D,  (3)  Book  E,  (4)  Book  G,  (5)  Book  A, 

(6)  Book  P,  and  (7)  Book  B. 

The  total  number  of  dates  shown  in  seven  textbooks  is  as 
follows:  (1)  Book  C,  (2)  Book  E,  (3)  Book  F,  (4)  Book  G,  (5)  Book  A, 

(6)  Book  D,  and  (7)  Book  B. 

Book  D shows  first  place  in  the  word  count.  Book  G first  place 
on  the  number  of  places,  people,  and  pictures,  and  Book  C first  place 
on  the  number  of  maps  and  dates. 

According  to  the  final  analysis  Book  G ranks  highest  on  the 
facts  presented  while  Book  B ranks  the  lowest  on  information  presented. 

Textbooks  play  a major  part  in  the  study  of  American  history 
and  therefore  necessitates  a most  accurate  and  careful  selection. 

When  a new  textbook  is  to  be  selected  certain  important  factors  should 
be  given  careful  consideration.  The  recording  of  historical  situa- 
tions shows  great  variations  in  many  different  texts.  A child's  con- 
ception of  an  event  as  studied  from  one  text  may  be  quite  different 
from  that  as  studied  from  a different  textbooks

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  FURTHER  STUDY 

Further  studies  could  be  made  on  the  following  phases  of 
textbook  analysis: 

1.  A similar  study  could  be  made  using  geography  textbooks  at 
middle  grade  level. 

2.  A more  extensive  study  similar  in  nature  to  the  problem 
here  presented  using  a greater  number  of  textbooks. 
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3.  A study  on  the  explorations  of  the  hemisphere,  with 
emphasis  on  early  explorers  and  later  western  explorers. 

4.  A study  could  be  made  on  representative  people  as 
recommended  in  Wesley’s  report. 

5.  Another  study  on  people  who  came  to  America,  with  emphasis 
on  economic  and  religious  groups. 
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
